Miss Schmidt Thinks She 
Met Pirie’s Slayer. 


HE POINTED PISTOL AT HER 


HIS DESCRIPTION FITS THAT OF 
WANTED MAN. 


She Was in Grove Near Vegus Station 
When She Encountered Him and 
He Departed Towards St. 
Charles. 


A clew that City Marshal Charles Graf 
of Ferguson believes may solve the Pirie 
murder mystery was placed in his hands 
Friday afternoon, and Friday night he de- 
parted for St. Charles, Mo., where it is be- 


lieved the assassin is hiding. 

The information was furnished Marshal 
Graf by Chief of Detectives Desmond, and 
all persons concerned in the unraveling of 
the mystery consider this the strongest 
clew that has vet been dincovered. 

Alice Schmidt, the 17-year-old daughter 
of Otto Bchmidt, who was gormerly master 
mechanic of the St. Louls Transit Co., but 
who now lives at Vegus station, one mile 
north of St. Charles, believes that she met 
the murderer on the day following that on 
which the crime was committed. 

Miss Schmidt visited a neighbor on that 
day. On her return she passed through a 
grove. The day was very warm, and she 
was walking slowly. It was Sunday, and 
near mid-day. 

She saw a tall and rovgh-looking man 
who was seated in the shade, ‘with his 
back resting against a big oak tree. 

_In his hand was a revolver which he was 
intently examining. 

Though the man was rough looking and 
was armed, Miss Schmiat was not fright- 
ened at first, for she was near her home. 
The man was examining his weapon so 
closely that, at first, he did not see her. 


Man Frightened 
Miss Schmidt. 

The path that Miss Schmidt was travers- 
ing lay alongside the place where the man 
was seated. 

When he saw her he sprang to his feet, 
and, uttering an oath, leveled his revolver 


at her and told her if she made any out- 
oF he would kill her. 

he eae apeesy frightened by the demon- 
stration. She thought at first that she was 
confronted with a maniac and, as calmly 
as she could, she told the man to put his 
revolver away. 
The fellow mumbled something and low- 
e the weapon. Then he allowed her to 
depart, after telling her that if she made 
any outc or attempted to block his way 
he would kill her. 
Miss Schmidt stood still as she saw the 
Stranger turn and walk rapidly away to- 
ward St. Charles. But, as he turned often 
and made warning gestures for her not to 
follow him, she hurriedly left the scene. 

When Miss Schmidt reached her home 
she told her father of her ex ence. He 
hurried to the grove but man had 


gone. 

As the stranger had offered her no vio- 
lence aside from merely pointing the re- 
volver at her, no great significance was 
paid to the incident. 

Later, when the Post-Dispatch reached 
Vegus Station and the description of the 
man suspected of ~g ~! Alexander H. Pi- 
rie was read, Miss Schmidt recalled the 
fact that it exactly fitted that of the man 
she had seen in the grove. 

He wore the blue overalls, the black coat, 
and the black slouch hat. As she was in 
front of him she could not see whether the 
diamonds in the hatband aa described by 
Theodore Ruehnpoh! were there. But the 
man was tall and slender, and he had 
straight sandy hair and a sandy mustache. 
She observed also that his teeth were 
white and even.

Pinkertons Have 

Another Clew. 
Pinkerton detectives are working on what 
they belleve to be a strong clew, and which 


does not conflict with the theory that the 
murderer may have been the man who was 
seen by Miss Schmidt at Vegus Station last 
Sunday. 

A day or two after the murder one of the 
Pinkerton detectives found a rent receipt. 
It was about 200 yards from the Florissant 
branch of the Suburban road, and was close 
to where Mr. Rumsick was waylaid and 
robbed a few houns before Mr. Pirie was 
shot to death. 

This rent receipt was for a room in a 
cheap hotel tn Van Buren street in Chicago. 
It showed that the rent had been pald for 
the week from June 17 to June 24. This re- 
ceipt was sent to Chicago by J. G. Hoffrian, 
the St. Louis superintendent ‘of the Pink- 
erton agency. for Investigation.

At the Close of a Busy Day He Went 
in His Automobile and Boarded 
His Yacht for Newport

NEW YORK, July 6.—But one thing has 
interested..Wall street during the past 24 
hours—J. Pierpont Morgan is back again. 

Yesterday waa meant to be a holiday for 
the tired street, but Morgan's return drew 
everybody of importance back to the cen- 
ter of finance, and it was a lively day 
after all. 

Mr. Morgan sat all day at his accustomed 
window, in full view of the street, with- 
out either coat or waietcoat, and smokin 
his usual very black cigar. He smok 
with savuge energy, and laughed heartily 
in his basso profundo 

He was an emperor in a shirt. The first 
thing he did when he reached hia olce at 
1:80 o'clock was to take his coat and w@sit- 
coat off. His partners and all the heads 
of departments gatnered around to wel- 


come him back. 
said he, good naturedly; 


“My, my, my,”’ 
“how glad I am I did not come back a week

Mr. Morgan wore a stiff-bosomed white 
shirt and white striped suspenders. He 
soon found the suspenders too warm 
s'ipped hem down over his shoulders when 
he got to work.

“Bring him in,’* said Mr. Morgan, when 
he was announced. The two shook hands. 
Mr. Morgan led the way to an inner office 
—it was one of the two times ae the 
whole day that he went into this inner 
office. he two were inside for nearly 
half an hour. When Mr. Hill came out 
he looked thougntful. 

A half dozen conferences were held by 
Mr. Morgan and his partners during the 
day. During these the partners gathered 
about his desk “gy Mr. Morgan 
gat leaning back in his chair peer yg J and 
listening. Often Mr. Morgan would break 
in with a peremptory waive of the hand, a 
few quick sentences, and then would pass 
rapidly to something else. When his busy 
day was finished Mr. Morgan said he had 
nothing for the newspapers. 

‘“T have nothing to say about business 
yet,’’ said he. into af- 
faire here after my absence. have a 
very large mail which has kept me busy 
today. am working hard to get the 
decks cleared so I can go up to ewport 
tonight to see if Constitution can outsal 
Independence. 

“I do not expect to be at my office to- 
morrow, but will get back in time for @ 
good working day Monday. I will have 
nothing to say on any subject before then, 
even if I do at that time.”

~— Touranjou Shot Ed- 
ward: Larkin in Saloon. 


INTRUDER RAN FOR HIS LIFE 


BUT ONE BULLET WENT TRUE TO 
ITS AIM. 


Larkin Was Released From Peni- 
tentiary Four Days Ago, After 
| Serving a Two Years’ Sen- 

| tence for Picking Pockets. 


‘Four days from the penitentiary to the 
morgue was the record made by Edward 
Larkin, alias “Sleepy’’ Rice, who was shot 
and killed Friday night by Joseph Touran- 
jou, while in the act of robbing the latter s 
saloon at 800 South Twelfth street. 

‘Larkin chose for his final job a house 
only a block from the morgue. 

He fell and died only half that distance 


away. 
| — 
‘Within an hour from the time of entering 


the saloon he was a corpse in the city 
eadhouse. 

‘His transition from life and liberty to 
doom and death was brief, but exciting. 

‘The body has been fully identified, 
through the Bertillon record, as that of 
Larkin. Not a mark is missing. The man 
was Bertillonized at the Four Courts less 
than two years ago, his person showing an 
unusually large number of cuts and scars. 

He was arrested Sept. 1, 1899, for picking 

ckets. His age at that time was 20 years, 

is height six feet and half an inch, and 
his weight 170 pounds. 

Larkin received a sentence of two years 
in the state penitentiary. His time, allow- 
ing for good behavior, was up four days 
ago. 

Saloon Keeper Touranjou was arrested by 
Officer Lawton and confined in the hold- 
over to await the coroner's inquest. 

The burglary and killing took place at 
11:10 o'clock Friday night. Touranjou had 
closed his saloon about half an hour before 
and gone to bed. With his wife he lives in 
rooms at the side of the saloon. A screen 
door opens from the bedroom into the bar- 
room just in the rear of the large refriger- 
ator at the end of the bar. 


Mr. Touranjou Heard 
Burglar’s Operations. 

Mr. and Mrs. Touranjou had fallen asleep. 
Mrs. Touranjou was awakened by a noise 
in the saloon. 

‘‘Joe,”’ she whispered, ‘‘I believe a burglar 


in the saloon.”’ 

Touranjou awoke and listened. The 
rattling sound continued. The gaslight in 
the saloon had been turned down by the 
proprietor and was still burning low. 

Touranjou took his revolver from under 
his pillow and crept through the door lead- 
ing into the saloon. His wife followed 
close behind. 

The burglar heard them. He had been 
behind the bar, seeking for money among 
the beer checks In the cash drawer. In 
another drawer he had found a bag con- 
taining 70 pennies. The beer checks and 
the pennies had made the noise which 
awakened Mrs. Touranjou. 

The burglar walked to the refrigerator, 
which is at the entrance to the bar, and 
peered cautiously around the side of it. 

Touranjou, with his revolver, peered just 
as cautiously around the refrigerator frum 
the rear. 

On both sides there was the stealth of 
the forest Indian whose fortress is a tree. 

When Touranjou beheld the head of the 
burglar, he fired. The bullet missed, going 
through the inner wali, just above the 
matchbox, on the end of the bar. 

The burglar then made a bolt for liberty. 

Not a word was spoken by either man. 

The pifol spoke again as the intruder ran 
for the door. This bullet went through the 
7 sy that stood between the bar and the 
oor. 

Another bullet was buried in the wood- 
work of the door. 

The fleeing man threw up both fists and 
made a desperate lunge at the plate glass 
in the door. The glass was shattered. 


Burglar Was Shot 
While He Was Escaping. 
Then the man climbed through the open- 


ing. 

As he went through, Touranjou, from the 

edge of the refrigerator, fired again. 
his bullet appears to have been the one 
that hit its mark. 

After the man had reached the sidewalk 
and was running diagonally across Twelfth 
street, Touranjou fired his last cartridge. 

Officer Lawton heard the shots and went 
to the saloon on a run. Touranjou hastily 
explained what had happened. 

he officer procured a light and examined 
the sidewalk. There was a trail. It led 
across the street and along the north side 
of the Twelftn street viaduct to the rall- 
road tracks, half a block from the saloon 

There the officer found a man lying. He 
was breathing, but he.died in a few min- 
utes. 

Near the body was the bag of 70 pennies— 
the booty for which Edward Larkin paid 
his life.

BUT MRS. WELCH IS A TERROR TO 
SALOON KEEPERS. 


SHE ATTACKS WITH WARRANTS 


She Has Prominent Men Summoned as 
~ ‘Witnesses and Always Wins 
Her Cases in the Courts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CENTRALIA, Ill, July 6—Mrs. May 
Welch is just now the most discussed 
woman in Centralia, and doubtless the most 
hated by a certain class. Mrs. Welch is the 
wife of a carpenter and a woman who was 
but little known until a few days ago. 


Only those who came into contact with 

her in her church work knew her ,but 
now that she has become known as a re- 
former, she is pointed out on the streets 
and most of the people in the city know 
her. 
June 20 she started her work with a batch 
of nine warrants for saloon men charged 
with violating saloon laws. The saloon men 
thought it was a “bluff” and announced 
that they would stand trial. When witnes- 
ses were called for they were forthcoming 
as the names of the best men in the cly 
who frequent saloons had been given and 
they testied that they were there at ille- 
gal hours. 

This seemed to make no difference to the 
saloon men and they went on keeping open 
on Sunday. Last week one nran was alr- 
rested. Yesterday eight warrants were 
sent out. Most of these were for gambling. 
The saloon men are indignant that they 
should be prosecuted in this way and the 
public laughs at them, as the open dis- 
gard for iaws on the part of the saloons 
r a long time past kas lost them all sym- 
pathy. 

But what the public is interested in is 
how Mrs. Welch gets the names of her wit- 
nesses. She has made no threats nor does 
she visit the saloons. The men who are 
being prosecuted can locate no one whom 
they can suspect is doing the detective 
work. The warrants have come every 
time as a complete surprise. The names 
of the witnesses always furnish other sur- 

rises. They are never men who have 
been in the places at the same time. The 
charges are all general and no mistakes 
have been made in selecting the cases. 
These cases have already cost the saloon 
men over $150 in the last month and some 
of them are considering observing the 
law a little more closely. With the cases 
now set for trial, the cost to the violators 
will be great and Mrs. Welch's friends, 
for she is associated with a number of W. 
Cc. T. U. women, say that she will stop 
only when the saloon men decide to. be- 
come law-abiding business men.

ISSUE LETTERS OF MARQUE. 


NOT CREDITED IN WASHINGTON 


The War With Spain Is Believed to 
Have Forever Settled the Ques- 
tion of Privateering. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—The report from 
Brussels that former President Kruger is 
being urged to notify the powers that un- 
less they intervene in the South African 
contest he will commission privateers, is 
not treated seriously here. 

It is well understood, as one outcome 
of the war with Spain that the United 


States government will never again, ex- 
cept in the most extraordinary, emergency, 
issue letters of marque, and the same rea- 
sons that impel the government to this 
course undoubtedly would operate to pre- 
vent our government from recognizing any 
such warrants issued by any other nat‘on, 
even were that nation in full standing. 

In the case of the Spanish war both of the 
belligerents, by agreement, refrained from 
issuing commissions to privateers, and it 
has now been many years since the flag 
of any respectable nation has flown over 
such craft. In the case of Mr. Kruger it 
is extremely doubtful whether he would, 
if the issue were forced in this way, be rec- 
ognized as a de facto president authorized 
to issue commissions to privateers. That 
point would have to be settled at the out- 
set, and each nation whose commerce was 
affected or was threatened by the priva- 
teers would determine for itself his com- 
petency. It is scarcely to be expected that 
they would decide against their own com- 
mercial interests, so that Mr. Krugers 
privateers would find it difficult to secure 
general recognition. 

The threat to send out privateers without 
President Kruger’s consent is idle. It is 
pointed out here that such craft would be 
pirates pure and simple, and the civilized 
world would sweep them off the. seas if 
they should begin operations against the 
commerce of the nations.

Up to the time, it is said, of her coming 
to Amerita, which was shortly after the 
death of John Brown, the Queen’s highland 
attendant, Sophia Adelaide, received re- 
mittances in Paris, or wherever she might 
be, through the Rev. Ward Bouvie of 
Coles Hill, England. 

When these remittances stopped and she 
inquired inte the cause, she found that 
Mr. Bouvie was dead and thenceforth her 
remittances were paid to her by John 
Brown himself, it is said.

It was not thought that the 
morganatic marriage would cut any great 
figure, but when the left-handed wife 
learned that her husband was about to 
contract a marriage with the youthful 
Queen she threatened to make public the 
story of the previous marriage, which had 
hitherto been Kept secret from all except- 
ing two members of the prince's family. It 
was feared that the Queen, with her well- 
known religious principles and her firm ad- 
hereace to duty as she saw it, would with- 
draw her proposai to Prince Albert did she 
learn of this marriage. The wife was firm 
in her determination, and —. yielded 
only upon one condition: That her child 
should be substituted for the firstborn of 
the royal marriage, and should eventually 
come to the throne of England. Prince 
Albert, seeing no other way out of the dif- 
ficulty, consented, and the story of his 
marriage with Queen Victoria is known 
to all the world. 

In the meantime a relative of Prince Al- 
bert wedded his forsaken wife. The two 
children were born very nearly at the same 
time, there being but a slight difference in 
their ages, and both were little girls. 

With the christening of the littie princess 
royal came the supreme moment. It was 
then that the exchange of babies was 
made, and it was the little daughter of 
Prince Albert and his morganatic wife who 
was chrsitened as the princess royal, and 
who henceforth al] her life received the 
homage due'to that exalted position, becom- 
ing finally the wife of the Emperor of 
Germany, while the real little rincess 
passed under the name of the rincess

ANTHRAX IS EPIDEMIC. 


Disease Is Killing Horses and Mules 
in Mississippi. 

JACKSON, Miss., July 6.—Anthrax is epl- 
demic among live stock in this state. Dr. 
William Sutherland, health officer at Bol- 
ivar, today issued the following bulletin: 

“Anthrax appeared in this community 
about three weeks ago in virulent form, and 
is causing wholesale destruction of mules, 
‘horses and swine. I have heard of only 


one case in man, but fear its effects on 
human beings before it runs its course. 
‘The atmosphere is full of the. stench 
from dead animals. They die so fast they 
cannot be buried or burned, and it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to get men to undertake 


the job. 

“Dr. Roberts of the experiment station 
came here at my call, but can offer no 
remedy except. the injection of the serum. 
I have, without authority, put this section 
in quarantine as to animals.”’

And What of the men who have devoured the substance of 
St. Louis and tied up the city so that the municipality finds it 
difficult to institute the simplest and most inexpensive im- 
provements? 

The harshest criticism in such cases is to teil the plain 
truth. The facts are Savagely severe. 

In private matters, the less judging there is, the better. The 
story of the mote and the beam is always in order. But when 
men like those described by Mr. Ryan find their way into 
public office, the only way to keep them in order is to tell 
the plain truth. And this doesn’t always suffice.

THE BOOMING SOUTH. 


The very interesting address of Mr. Richard H. Edmonds 
before the North. Carolina State Bankers’ Association at 
Asheville, published in the Sunday P6st-Dispatch, should be 
read by every well-wisher of the South. 

Mr. Edmonds’ statistics are startling when grouped so as to 
tell graphically the story of the industrial progress of the 
South. 
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In 1580, the cotton crop was 5,761,252 bales; in 1900, it was 
10,300,000. In 1880, the capital invested in cotton mills was 
$21,976,000; in 1900, it was $150,000,000. During the twenty 
years since 1x50 the number of spindles has risen from. 667,854 
to 6,200,000. The coal mined in 1880 amounted to 6,049,471 tons; 
in 1900 it was 48,192,053 tons. 

Mr. Edmonds recalls Commodore Maury’s dream of the time 
when the Gulf of Mexico should be the center of the world’s 
commerce. Manry did not expect this before the pbuild- 
ing of an isthmian canal. But the oil discoveries in Texas 
promise to advance the realization of the dream by many 
years, and this generation may expect to see the gulf, the 
Mediterranean cf the modern world. 

The center of the world’s exchanges is moving across to 
the Atlantic. The commercial supremacy of the United States 
in the near future is universally acknowledged, and in the 
great revolution the southern states will bear a part no less 
important and conspicuous than the North.

THE TWO ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


IJNI-NOVGOROD, Lower Novgorod,

Co., Sedalia, Mo., died suddenly in a hotel | 
here today.

Col. O. A. Crandall! resigned a few weeks 
ago as president of the Miseotri Trust 
Co., with headquarters in St. Louls, and 
was afterward elected president cf the Se- 
dalia Trust Co. 

Col. Crandall was born at Syracuse, N, 

. Feb. 2, 1833. but came to McHenry 
County, Illinols, with his parents in 18.

Un 
his return he settled in Saline County, M.s- 
sourt. He served in the union army and 
came to Sedalia in November of 1863. He 
was admitted to the bar in 18H Im 1875 
he organized the Pettis County Bank and 
was its prealdent for five years. He then 
organiz the Missourt Trust Co., wh.ch 
removed from Sedalia to St. Louis a year 
ago. In 188 ne was the Democratic can- 
didate for state senator from this district, 
but was defeuted with the remainder of 
the ticket.

HOHENLOHE 1S DEAD 


WAS STRONGEST PERSONALITY 
IN GERMANY. 


DARED TO DIFFER WITH KAISER 


a 


Served as Chancelor Until a Year Ago, 
When He Resigned Because of the 
Emperor’s Chinese Policy. 


BERLIN, July 6.—Prince Von Hohenlohe, 
formerly German imperial chancellor, died 
at Ragatz, Switzerland, last evening. 

Prince Von Hohenlohe was one of the 
foremost statesmen of Europe. His admin- 
istration while chancellor was ch'efly re- 
markable for the firmness with which he 
transacted affairs of state. 

He resigned his office a year ago for the 


stated reason that he did not like the Em- 
peror’s Chinese policy. 

He was a Roman Catholic and a mays of 
Bavaria. His full name was vig Cari 
Victor Von Hohenlohe-Schillingefurst, 
Prince of Ratibor and Corvey. 

Prince Hohenlohe was born at Roten- 
burg, in Bavaria, March 31, 1819, and was the

chief of the second branch of the princely 
line of Hohenlohe-Waldenburg. At first he 
had only the title of Prince of Patibor and 
Corvey, but succeeded in 1846 to his brother, 
Philip Ernest, in the titles and honors of 
Hohenlohe-Schilllingsfurst by virtue of a 
contract made with his:elder brother, the 
Duke of Ratibor. 

_He was educated at the universities of 
Gottingen, Bonn and Heidelberg, and after- 
wards held some small positions in the 
German civil service. But when he came 
into the ancestral domain of Schillingsfurst 
he returned to Bavaria, and by the right of 
inheritance, became a member of the Ba- 
varian Upper Chamber. In 1867 he became 
rand chamberlain, minister of foreign af- 
airs and president of the council, replacing 
ne Baron of Pfordten in the latter posi- 
on. 

Hohenlone showed no opposition at first 
to Prussian encroachments. His education 
ind e.irly associations ruther inclined him 
to Prussia. But as the power of Prussia 
'n Germany rose he set to work to saintele 
‘he autonomy of the secondary states. He 
became an especially vigorous opponent of 
Bismarck’s encroachments, and was a lead- 
er among those who wished to remain 
German, without becoming Prusetan. His 
speeches in the Zollverein and the Cham- 
ver were severe criticiams of Prussia and 
he advised the deputies to Increase the 
armies in order to resist Prussian e.croach- 
ments. 

Hohenlohe was a great figure in Germany 
at this time and it was probably the most 
vigorous period of his life. He was then 
in his early prime, mentally at least, and 
had the courage to defend hig ideas even in 
the face of the great power of Bismarck 

and Prussia. 

Projects of a South German confederation 
were attributed to him at this time and 
Prussian journals attacked the plan. About 
the same time he concluded a treaty with 
Wurtemburg for the joint occupation and 
defense of the fortress of Ulm. one of the 
federal towns of the ancient German con- 
federation. 

Besides those of Prussia Hohenlohe had 
enemies at home. Some accused h'm of 
not having embraced the cause of Bavarian 
independence with sincerity and of serving 
Prussian ambition by means of his inde- 
cision and weakness. 

At first Hohenlohe appeared to follow lib- 


ter of the instructions he addressed to the 
officials concerning the laws for the regu- 
lation of the press. Also he made it a 
subject of remark everywhere that, al- 
though a Catholic, he resisted ultramontane 
traditions in 
with the state. 

As foreign minister of Bavaria he issued 
on April 9, 18°9, a famous circular directing 
the attention of the European cabinets to 
the serious consequences likely to arise 
from the decrees of the Ecumenical Conn- 
cil of the Vatican.
